With regard to claims 1, 9, and 17-20 Sato (US Patent 7,196,727) discloses displaying an 
image as well as previous images that have been taken FIG. 4 however there is no disclosure of 
displaying one image and then instructing the unit to display another image a predetermined 
number different than the curreiit image and then displaying the intervening images in response 
to that command. There is nothing in the prior art that discloses nor makes obvious the ability to 
display one image and then instruct the unit to display another image a predetermined number 
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different tlian the current image and then display the intervening images in response to that 
command. 

All remaining claims are dependant from the above claims and are therefore likewise 
rejected.
